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| The ILO: To Leave or Not to Leave

Within two years, the U.S. government would 
ship out. The ILO, which ts now an agency 
Of the United Nations, actually started life 
as an offshoot of the League of Nations with 
ἃ modest mission having to do with interna- 
tional labor standards and featuring tri- 
partite representation from member govern- 
ments, their untons and thelr employers, But 
by 1975, it had long since degenerated into 
@ squalid, highly politicized arena for Third 
World propeganda assaults on the industrial- 
ized democracies, in general, and on Israel 
in particular. Since the United States’s an- 
qual dues of about $25 million account for 
about one-fourth of the ILO’s budget, and 
its presence as one of the world's two super- 
powers gives the ILO credibility as a gen- 
ulnely representative global institution, {t 
was hoped that this threat to pull out under 
a firm deadline would rally the democratic 
Members to join the American push for 
reform, while perhaps chastening the new 
nations that make up the modern ILO 
majority. 

If you are prepared to be large-minded 
about it, you can actually find evidence that 
this has happened to some extent. Cer- 
tainly, the U.S. threat has, as one official 
put it. “concentrated the minds” of Amer- 
1085 allies as well as some of its adversaries 
in the organization. Japan, Australia, New 
Zealand, the ‘Western Europeans and the 
Scandinavians have all joined in a diplo- 
matic campaign to turn the ILO back to its 
original purposes. The organization’s direc- 
tor-general has indicated a willingness to 
invoke existing powers that would seem to 
permit the screening out of agenda items 
that are plainly not germane. Meanwhile, 
{t cannot be denied that the ILO has done 
—and, indeed, continues to do—some things 
that advance American foreign-policy in- 
terests in human rights, higher wage (and 
living) standards and developmental assis- 
tance in the Third World. 


The question remains whether the ILO’s 
original capacity for good works is not out- 
weighed by its recent penchant for political 
mischief. ‘The Labor Department and the 
hierarchy of the AFL-CIO apparently think 
so, and both are urging President Carter to 
follow through on the Ford administration's 
original threat of an American withdrawal. 
The State Department, on the other hand, ls 
prguing for a one-year extension of the 
deadline, on the grounds that enough prog- 
ress has been made toward reform of the 
organization to justify allowing a little more 
time for the ILO to demonstrate its willing- 
ness to mend Its ways. 

The deadline for a presidential decis‘on is 
Nov. 5, and {f seems to us to be a very close 
call. Two issues have developed, the first 
being what a great power does when an in- 
ternational organization of which it 15 a 
member begins to be more tronble than it 
is worth. Do you work from within for im- 
provement or walk out in the knowledge 
that your absence will probably make things 
worse? Oddly, some of the people who 
believe most fiercely in “working within the 
system” in the United States would 1684 the 
walkout from the ILO. The second issue has 
to do with saving face; the United States 
will lore ;cestige, it Is argued, if it doesn't 
make good on its threat; the troublemakers 
will only become more irresponsibly political 
in the conduct of ILO business and our ad- 
versaties worldwide will be encouraged to 
“call America’s dluff.” 

We think both issues turn, in the end, on 
whether there really is hard evidence that 
the two-year warning period has had some 
good effect and that another year of proba- 
tion, 50 to say, for the ILO would bring sub- 
stantial and enduring change. It seems to 
us that if the President is prepared to make 
that case convincingly, and to keep up the 
pressure with solid support from this coun- 
try’s allies, it would make sense to extend 
the deadline for one more year in an effort 
to salvage the Ti0’s good works.

Another Coup in Thailand 


Only in the narrowest sense was Thurs- 
day's coup in Thailand a military purge of 
a civilian government, The deposed premier, 
Thanin Eraivichien, was a c{villan, and so 
were most of those who held portfolios in 
his government. But they owed their power 
entirely to the junta of military leaders who 
placed them in office after sweeping aside an 
elected government a year ago. What the 
funta created it has now disbanded—a 
familiar pattern in Thai politics over the 
past three decades. 


The officers promise new elections in 1978 
—something which Thanin himself had re- 
fused to do. He evidently had been too 
tepressive at home and too single-mindedly 
anti-Communist in his foreign policy even 
for ‘his military patrons. His zeal for in- 
vestigating corruption in high places—in- 
cluding the military— may have contributed 
35 much to his downfall.

The question for Thailand is not merely 
civilian versus military role, but the extent 
to which the predominantly rural population 
15 allowed to participate in political decision- 
making.

At its back, always, will be the Communist- 
led armed insurgency, which began more 
than a decade ago in northeast Thailand. 
It has spread to nearly half the Kingdom’s 
provinces. Joined now by many disillusioned 
students and middle-class intellectuals, the 
insurgents are stronger than ever.

For years the United States was deeply 
involved in supporting government efforts to 
combat the insurgents. But American involve- 
ment had largely ended before iast year’s 
coup when the previous elected government 
closed the air bases that had played so im- 
portant a part in the Vietnam war and asked 
nearly all American personne) to leave. 

The United States has no vital strategic 
interests in Thailand in the post-Vietnam 
era. But Americans should have 2 humani~ 
tarian concern for the welfare of the Thais. 


: The long years of extensive American milf~ 


tary presence did little to promote that wel- 
fare. The United States retains considerable 
influence among Thai elites and it should 
counsel the military junta to open Thai 
politics and to make good on the promise of 
elections. If Bangkok fails to attract the 
political allegiance of its people, the Thai- 
land that seemed so important 4 domino to 
Americans for 50 many years may yet fall.
